Many Dealers Missed A Golden 
Opportunity To Make Sales And 


Create Good 


Impression At CIPEX 





by Carl P. Rueth 

Quite a bit of the entertainment provided to the visitors at the 
recent big show in New York was the opportunity to mect the 
dealers from whom they have been making purchases, and also to 
view the many stocks of stamps and other philatelic items that the 
stamp merchants had for sale there. Obvious recognition of the fact 
that there was a lot of excellent material on hand was the fact 
that a lot of purchasing was being done. One criticism that we 


have, or rather one real big one 


which incorporates several small 


ones, was the apparent inability of the dealer to display his stock 





effectually which in turn brought 


on the problem that the buyer 
could not appraise the material 
on hand to the best advantage. A 
tremendous amount of business 
was done nearly everywheré in 
stamps costing trom 5c to a cou- 
ple of dollars, but in a lot of in- 
stances higher priced items were 
sold under difficulties. 

A dealer shouldn’t expect a 
customer, in the middle of a jost- 
ling crowd at his counters, to buy 
stamps having any kind of dollar 
value. In the first place, when 
a person spends in the dollars 
he wants to be at ease and un- 
rushed with the facilities such as 
a catalog, watermark detector, 
perf gauge and other aids to assist 
him. in his appraisal and inden- 
tification of a stamp. The pur- 
chaser feels that he can stand a 
bad buy on a relatively cheap 
item, but on a higher priced one, 
he has no means of bringing it 
back to the dealer. 

On the other hand the dealer | 
doesn’t want to bring his valuable 
stamps to a crowd of several peo- 
ple with the inherent risk of hav- 
ing some of the items stolen. 
Therefore, he too should have the 
facilities for direct and individual 
contact with the prospective 
customer. 

The solution to the problem, 
which certainly is worth the dol- 
lar value return for executing it, 
is quite simple.. A dealer 
should plan the arrangement of

his space so that the counter busi- 
ness can be carried on while pri- 
vate and individual negotiations 
are being made in semi-seclusion. 
The tools which a dealer, or a col- 
lector would ordinarily use when 
working with stamps must be 
available for the use of both. 

At the show some dealers booths 
were arranged in this manner, and 
these people sold stamps of high 
value. But for the most part, too 
many dealers planned their facil- 
ities in a haphazard manner. When 
one spends $400 for a booth as did 
every dealer at the show, it is 
very poor economy to present a 
hodge-podge front to the many 
people from all over the country. 
This was a grand opportunity for 
dealers to make an_ impression, 
an impression which the folks 
could carry home with them and 
tell about. 

It would have been worth the 
cost of any dealer to have the 
CIPEX visitors on their return 
home to be able to say about their 
booth, “The Sticky Back Stamp 
Co. had their booth and their stock 
arranged so that you just couldn’t 
help but find what you wanted 
and were in pleasant and attract- 
ive surroundings while you bought 
it. They had their booth clever- 
ly decorated also, and that was 
one of the things that drew me to 
their counters. This) company 
seems to be quite progressive and 
on their toes.” If any dealer 
went into the Big Show without 
realizing that such things actual- 
ly do happen, he not only wasted 
his $400, but cut his own throat 
when the CIPEX visitor got home 
and saw his ads in the stamp pa- 
pers, and which he will now pass 
up because of the poor impres- 
sion he got of this stamp com- 
pany at the show in New York.

Stamp Issues To Honor 
One-Time Canal Officials 


John F. Wallace, first Chief En- 
gineer of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, and the first two Gover- 
nors of the Canal Zone, Major 
General George M. Davis 
and Charles E. Magoon, are 
to be honored with issues 
of Canal Zone postage stamps. 
The issue of one-half, one and a 
half, and 25-cent Canal Zone 
stamps has been authorized. Gen- 
eral Davis has been selected as the 
subject for the half cent stamp. 
The likeness of Mr. Magoon will 
appear on the one and a half cent 
stamp and that of Mr. Wallace on 
the 25-cent stamp. 

It is expected that it will be sev- 
eral months before the new issues 
are ready for sale. Designs are 
now in the course of preparation. 
General Davis was a member 
of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion and first Governor of the 
Canal Zone from March 8, 1904 
until May 23. 1905. He was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Magoon who held 
the office, later abolished, until 
October 12, 1906. Mr. Wallace 
served as Chief Engineer of the

Post Office Department 
Makes Definite Attempts 
To Satisfy Collectors 





That collectors wants are being 
thought of and given considera- 
tion by the Post Office Depart- 
ment is evidenced by recent in- 
structions originating in the office 
of the Third and fourth Assistant- 
Postmaster General. Sent out to 
all offices, the bulletin, has to do 
with cancelling machines and is 
ample proof that the P. O. real- 
izes a duty to collectors. 

“In spite of repeated admon- 
ishments the department con- 
tinues to receive complaints from 
philatelists relative to poor can- 
cellations of stamps and stamps 
becoming torn while being post- 
marked on a cancelling machine. 
Examination of the torn stamps 
indicates the usage of worn sep- 
arator rubbers on the machines 
or improper adjustment of the 
separator. These are delinquen- 
cies which are attributable solely 
to poor operation and lack of care 
of the machine, and can easily be 
corrected by referring, if neces- 
sary, to the book of instructions 
which was furnished with the 
machine. 

Postmasters are directed, there- 
fore, to see to it that the employee, 
or employees, assigned to service 
cancelling machines performs the 
duties required im connection 
therewith so that these justifiable 
complaints are eliminated. Post- 
masters are directed further to 
issue the necessary instructions to 
the personnel of their office that 
no employee who has not been 
designated to service cancelling 
machines is to change the adjust- 
ment of the separator, or other 
moving parts, and any employee 
found violating such instructions 
will be subject to disciplinary 
action.

Improvement Seen‘In Stamp Trade 


This is not with reference to matters in the trade over 
the current period of time, but rather we want to refer to 
the fact that the stamp trade is gradually assuming the stand- 
ing of other lines of business and this is due to the fact that 
more and more men have entered the trade 
who have sound and solid business and ex- 
cutive experience and when this is apparent 
it is certain to improve the trade all along 
the line. While there is nothing wrong with 
it and no way to prevent anyone with a box 
full of stamps and a few dollars in cash from 


of those who start in this manner ever get 
very far and the collecting public would be 
better off if these people did not start to be

stamp dealers. 
Dealing in stamps requires, in our opinion a much more 
capable man than it would require to open a hardware store 
or many other types of stores, if the man is to make a suc- 
cess of the business rather than a failure. 


Stamps as a commodity are different than manufactured 
merchandise and requires much more knowledge of the stock 
than of staple goods. It is of course true that some of the 
modern issues are almost like a manufactured item, but even 
these issues are not continually reproduced as any good sell- 
ing piece of merchandise is produced. 

Another great improvement noted in the stamp trade 
as a whole is the much higher quality of material that is 
available to dealers through the trade journals and the Phila- 
telic Press in general. Dealers a few years ago never spent 
a red cent for illustrations or art work in their advertising. 
Today, many of the dealers have learned that illustration 
and art work pays and the stamp press therefore carries a 
much higher class of advertising copy than ever before. 

There is unquestionably good money in the stamp busi- 
ness, but it is there only for the man of high calibre who 
can manage and plan and develop a business that stands 
out above the average, for there are still far too many just 
average or below average who are trying to be stamp dealers. 

The casualties among stamp dealers are probably greater 
than in any other business than we can think of. If one were 
to take the stamp publications for several years past and make 
a record of dll who have blossomed out with paid advertis- 
ing, thus indicating that they were stamp dealers, the list of 
those no longer in the business would be tremendous. It is 
a good way to lose your collection, and your savings quickly 
if you want a quick way. 

The successful dealers are those who devote all their 
time and thought to developing their own business and not 
running around in circles growling or complaining about 
what the other fellows are doing. 

In this respect we read a great bit about wholesale prices 
and the bad effect such might have if printed in papers cir- 
culated to the collector. 

Personally we think such thoughts are silly, for does 
the buyer of a suit of clothes, a shirt, a washing machine or 
a bicycle question the merchant as to what the item cost 
him or how much profit he is making. The public and that 
should include stamp collectors recognize that the retail 
merchant is entitled to a profit and they pay his price and 
never wonder what profit the merchant has made. 

We believe that the best customers the stamp dealers 
have are not concerned about wholesale prices, because they 
are not wholesale buyers and they recognize that they must 
pay the dealer a price that will keep him alive and give him 
a decent business profit. 

The greatest fault all along this line is the utter lack of 
organization of the stamp dealers as a group. Were they prop- 
erly and thoroughly organized as they should be, there would 
be a known list of retail stamp dealers including stores and 
stamp counters which were entitled to buy at wholesale from 
the wholesale dealer and regardless of what prices were, no 
collector could buy at wholesale. 

Do you as a collector believe that you could write a letter 
to the manufacturers of Remington Typewriters and buy 
one from-them at wholesale. Not by a long shot. Your inquiry 
would be referred to a retail dealer in your vicinity and you 
would pay the retail price. A few years before the war it 
was reported the cost of making the standard $100 typewriter 
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was about $16, yet we paid $100 for one, knowing that the 
difference, $84 was eaten up in advertising, selling, rentals 
and other overhead. 

It is time that stamp dealers quit worrying about the 
other fellow and organize their own business first. Dealing

Dear Mr. Linn:

I feel that I should write a little 
on the subject and attempt to cor- 
rect the rather false impression 
that the article gives. 

At the present time a National 
Convention, is in session in St. 
John’s. This Convention has forty 
four (44) members elected, by 
the people for the purpose of de- 
termining what form of Govern- 
ment, is best suited to the coun- 











ry. 
Up to the present the following 
forms are on the agenda: 
(1) The present form of Com- 
mission Government. 


(2) Modified form of Com- 
mission Government. 
(3) Responsible Government 


(Return to Dominion Status). 

(4) Union with Canada, as the 
ninth province. 

A member of the convention 
very recently put forward the 
motion that a delegation should 
procede to Washington with a 
view in finding out what terms 
Newfoundland would enter the 
Federal union. This member 
was nearly thrown out of the 
House, for even daring to make 
the motion. Put to a vote, the mo- 
tion was defeated by an _ over- 
whelming majority. This motion 
was given wide publicity in all 
American papers ,and as a re- 
sult I believe many people are of 
the opinion that many Newfound- 
landers would welcome such a 
move. 

Let me assure you that such is 
not the case. It is possible that a 
very small minority, are in fav- 
our. As to the “fire behind the 
smoke.” It is only a spark, burn- 
ing on very damp ground. 

This attitude is not an indca- 
tion of any ill feeling towards the 
U. S. A. on the part of the New- 
foundlanders. On the contrary, 
Newfoundland has a very warm 
feeling towards the American 
people, many of whom spent their 
war time service guarding our 
shores. Rather, it is the expression 
of a people who are confident in 
their ability to steer their own 
“ship of state,” and to assume an 
honorable position among the na- 
tions of the world....

‘Doctors Addressed By 
Lawler At Banquet On 
First Day Of New Stamp 





These remarks of Joseph J. 
Lawler, Third Assistant Post- 
master General were made at the 
banquet of the House of Delegates, 
American Medical Association, 
Atlantic City, N. J., 8 p.m. Monday, 
June 9, 1947 on the occasion of 
the first day sale of the Doctor’s 
stamp. 

“Since the dawn of civilization, 
man’s constant and impelling mo- 
tive has been the betterment and 
advancement of his lot—socially, 
economically and physically. 

In our own national life—from 
the first recognition by our fore- 
fathers of the right of all men to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness—we in America ave 
come a long way in demonstrating 
that man, given the opportunity, 
will devote his life to the cause of 
humanity. In fact, all that -we 
have done in government, in so- 
cial advancement, in industry, in 
education, has been done because 
we as a nation and as a people 
want and demand a better way of 
life—not only for ourselves but 
for our children and generations 
to follow. And so, in a sense, all 
Americans are enlisted in the ser- 
vice of mankind. 


“But there are those who, be- 
cause of the profession they have 
chosen, have written and are 
writing brilliant chapters in the 
book of life. They have overcome 
the ignorance and prejudices of 
the past—and through ceaseless 
study and research have succeeded 
in giving to all of us the many 
benefits that they have discovered 
—benefits in the field of medicine 
that have helped immeasurably to 
make our people and our nation 
strong. 


“Often, at the risk of their own 
lives, these men and women—the 
doctors—have given us a release 
from many of the fears of former 
generations. And now, as in the 
past, they minister to us in time of 
illness, giving to us not only phy- 
sical relief but imparting to our 
hearts and our souls some of their 
courage, their faith and their con- 
fidence, 

“The relationship between phy- 
sician and patient is close and in- 
timate. It has need to be so, and 
our laws and customs go far to 
protect that relationship. On the 
part of the patient, there must be 
a reliance on the professional skill 
of the physician. On the part of 
the physician, there is the con- 
secrated giving to his fellow man. 
So it is that when a physician, ex- 
ercising his high powers, restores 
a patient to health, the patient 
feels a gratitude commensurate 
with the great gift which has been 
returned to him.

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FRAUDULENT STAMPS 














By Clarence Swanson 

Recently a collector handed me 
a stamp with an initial on the 
back asking “What does this init- 
ial mean?” Perhaps you have 
noted such an initial on the back 
of some of your stamps. Usually 
they are clear cut and apparent- 
ly made with a neat rubber stamp 
and do not affect the appearance 
of the stamp. 

That initial or initials may mean 
several things. Some collectors 
with valuable stamps place an in- 
signia on the back of their stamps 
for identification purposes, so in 
the event the collection is stolen, 
it might lead to the apprehension 
of the thief when he attempted to 
dispose of the material. I re- 
cently asked a collector if such a 
procedure might reduce the value 
of his stamps. He replied, “Who 
cares, I collect for my pleasure 
and after I’m gone I don’t give a 
‘hoot’ what they do with the 
stamps” I substituted the word 
hoot for the one he used. 

An initial on the back of the 
stamp may also be the mark of an 
expert, who has at some time pass- 
ed on the authenticity of the 
stamp. While the number of le- 
gitimate stamps outnumber forg- 
eries by millions, it is really sur- 
prising how many stamps _ have 
been counterfeited, many of them 
cataloging only two cents. each. 
After the first world war, there 
was a philatelic boom and Europ- 
ean dealers were hard pressed for 
enough material to make up large 
packets and collections of 20,000 
varieties and up, so some of the 
unscrupulous dealers took to forg- 
ing overprints and issuing re- 
prints of stamps. It was not un- 
common to find 1000 such stamps 
in a collection of 20,000. The prac- 
tice or reprinting stamps, counter- 
feiting stamps, and entering into 
deals with governments and pub- 
lic officials was not new, for it 
occurred in the 19th century many 
times. Perhaps it was suggested by 
the Seebeck deal, at any rate lav- 
ish numbers of stamps were re- 
printed following the first war. 

There is a distinction between 
the reprints and the counterfeit 
stamp. Few collectors desire eith- 
erone. Reprints are the products 
of private individuals who by pur- 
chase and bribery obtained the 
plates from which the original 
stamps were printed and from 
them printed stamps extensively 
for sale to collectors. In some cases 
the plates were stolen, or fell in- 
to the hands of individuals as the 
result of war. As the stamps were 
obsolete and many times the gov- 
ernment that originally issued the 
stamps was no longer in existence, 
the party reprinting the stamps 
was unmolested by law. Usual- 
ly such material can be detected 
with a little study for often there 
is a difference in the manner of 
printing, the paper, the perfora- 
tion, or the color of the stamp. 

Counterfeit stamps, also known 
as forgeries are not nearly as a- 
bundant as reprints for such is- 
sues were faked mainly to 
attempt to defraud a govern- 
ment, though of course some 
of -the bogus’ issues were 
made to. defraud collectors. 
Attempts to commit fraud against 
a government are usually short 
lived for as soon as a counterfeit 
stamp comes to light, the govern- 
ment agents go to work intensive-

ly. There are a number of for- 
geries that are of more value than 
the original to collectors that spe- 
cialize in collecting such material. 
This is true due to the apprehen- 
sion of the counterfeiter before 
much of his material could be cir- 
culated. It is the detective com- 
plex that is strong in some collec- 
tors that causes them to be stu- 
dents and reveal any such mater- 
ial that appears. This is done to 
discourage such practices. Philate- 
ly owes a lot to these students who 
have studied stamps and revealed 
their knowledge to collectors in 
general. 

Our national philatelic societies 
as well as some in foreign coun- 
tries are fighting these unethical 
practices with every weapon pos- 
sible, That is one reason why 
such organizations as the Ameri- 
can. Stamp Dealers Association, 
The Society of Philadelic Ameri- 
cans, and the American Philatelic 
Society should be fully supported. 


At ong time the manufacturing 
of facsimiles of postage stamps 
was considered an art, and one 
such artist stated he could make 
a replica of any known stamp in 
existence and his work was so 
good that it was difficult to tell it 
from the original. As long as the 
stamp was obsolete such practice 
was not a violation of the law and 
business flourished. Many wealthy 
collectors in order to obtain old is- 
sues, nad them made. Later as 
philatelic interest grew many gov- 
ernments passed laws to protect 
the collector. » 

Here in the United States it is a 
violation of the federal law to sell 
a counterfeit stamp, though some 
are sold mainly through lack of 
knowledge for nearly all collec- 
tions that come to the market con- 
tain a percentage of forgeries. 

Not only have stamps’ them- 
selves been reprinted, forged, but 
also surcharges and cancellations, 
especially where the surcharged 
copy is worth more than the orig- 
inal or a cancelled copy is more 
valuable than an unused copy. We 
also have what I term legitimate 
frauds. A number of governments 
past and present indulge in the 
practice of printing more stamps 
than required and then sell the 
remainders by auction or favorit- 
ism to a_ stamp. dealer. Such 
stamps are usually marked. An 
example of this are the “Cancel- 
lado” cancellations of the Domini- 
can Republic, the little holes in 
some Hungarian ‘issues, and the 
punched copies of early Spain. 
These are readily detected, but 
when the remainders of the Ger- 
man inflation stamps were sold af- 
ter the first world war, a regular 
cancelling device was used. Natur- 
ally, these are harder to detect 
than those that actually saw postal 
duty and which are rarer. Some 
wer? very short lived. 

It is certainly gratifying to note 
that all plates and material for 
making Nazi watérmarked paper, 
ete. has been ordered destroyed 
under severe penalty. However the 
collector must be continually on 
the alert for the 1939 issue of Slo- 
vakia has appeared with counter- 
feit overprints. These are Scott 
Cat. Nos. two to twenty-three. 

How do you detect reprints and 
counterfeits? Like the old saying 
“There was never a_ perfect 
crime,” so most such stamps differ 
in some respect from the originals. 
Some are crude jobs and may be 
readily detected with the naked 
eye, others require some study. 
Reading the fine print and expla- 
nations in The Standard Postage 
Stamp Calalogue published by 
Scott Publications, Inc. will be 
helpful. There are also various 
handbooks for sale that illustrate 
and reveal forgeries. A good mag- 
nifying glass, a watermark detect- 
or and a accurate perforation 
gauge will be sufficient to detect 
many such stamps. The reprints 
cannot be detected by the design 
as they are made from the original 
plates but they frequently differ 
in perforation or lack the water- 
mark of the original. 

An example of wrong perfora- 
tion is Austria No. 12. The orig- 
inals are perforated 14 while the re- 
prints are perforated 10, 10%, 11, 
12 and 13. Therefore any copies of 
this issue with other than a perfo- 
ration 14 reading are reprints. 

India No. 46 is an example of a

One way to avoid this undesira- 
ble material is to purchase stamps 
from reputable dealers and to 
avoid “bargain” offers that adver- 
tise an exceptional amount of cata- 
logue value at a low price, espe-

tory and Liberation stamps of 
the world. The stamps are color- 
ful, appropriate and very much in 
keeping with Greece’s desire to 
bring honor to her military forces. 
Scenes and symbols depicted on 
the stamps are from various cam- 
paigns made by the military 
forces of this country in Aibania, 
in Italy and at El Alamein. 

The 50 Dr. stamp (see the cover 
above) is printed in dark green 
and depicts a convoy of ships on 
the high seas being escorted by a 
flight of planes overhead. An ex- 
plosion caused by bombing is 
shown on the 160.Dr. stamp, the 
color of which is somewhat xear 
a violet-blue. Greek women car- 
rying supplies on their backs to 
their soldiers mw the roungains, 
is the seene on the 250 Dr. light 
yellow green stamp. 

A patrel of Greek soldiers in 
winter dress is shown in the 
mountains of Albania on the 500 
Dr. dark brown stamp. Chocolate 
brown is the color of the 600 Dr. 
stamp on which Greek soldiers 
are depicted in mountain fighting 
against a background of a map 
of Italy on which is traced the 
route over which the Greek for- 
ces fought from the first day of 
their landing at Taras on Octo- 
ber 28, 1940 until they reached 
Rimini at the top of the “boot” 
on September 22, 1944. 


The 1000 Dr. stamp in gray 
lilac is somewhat symbolical in 
nature. It is offered as a tribute 
to the Greek Air ¥orce and de- 
picts an aviator and a plane in 
flight. A submarine and what ap- 
pears to be a mine sweeper is 
shown on the 2000 Dr. stamp, 
which too, is a_ violet-blue in 
color. Sake is the color of the 
highest value of the series, a 5000 
Dr. stamp. The design here is 
quite simple and very appro- 
priate, for it shows the monument 
erected to the memory of her 
soldiers that fell at the battle of 
El Alamein. 

First day of issue of the set 
was May lI, except for the 250 Dr. 
value which was released on 
October 28, 1946. First day covers 
were received through the cour- 
tesy of two leading dealers of 
Greece, one from P. J. Drossos, 1 
St. Denys Place (Dimocritoy Str.),

| HELICOPTERS GRANTED 


MAIL AND CARGO PERMITS 





“The mail must go through,” 
has long been a slogan of the pos- 
tal services, and in the course of 
mail delivery in this and other 
countries, many ingenious devices 
and dodges have been effected. 
Now comes a new wrinkle, which 
looks to be a permanent stunt 
rather than an experimental set- 
up. 

The Civil Aeronautics board is- 
sued its first certificate permitting 
use of helicopters to transport 
cargo and mail. 

The board granted a temporary 
certificate of convenience and 
necessity to Los Angeles Airways, 
Inc., to operate three _ circular 
helicopter routes from Los An- 
geles municipal airport to 30 post- 
offices in the Los Angeles area. 
It said use of helicopters would 
speed delivery of mail from the 
airport to the postoffices. This 
delivery now is greatly hampered 
by surface traffic problems, the 
board said.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Brattleboro, Vi., And 
Baltimore, Md. On Covers 
Bring $250 And $400 


It is always interesting to take 
a look back into the annals of 
time to get an idea of how our 
hobby was faring then. With the 
following, such an opportunity is 
offered. It is a clipping from an 
unidentified Philadelphia news- 
paper in the 1880’s. David C. Van- 
Voorhis, the well known dealer 
of Bowling Green, Ohio has made 
it possible for us to see this. He 
states that it was found in the 
oldest stamp collection that he 
has ever purchased, one. started 
by its original owner about 1872. 
We request as follows. 

LOVE OF POSTAGE STAMPS. 
The Ardent Philatelist and His 
Remarkable Doings 
The Justification of the Stamp 
Collector, £70,000 Worth of 
Stamps—Rare American 
Stamps—Philatelical Literature 
The man who has the mania for 
collecting postage stamps is 
known, technically, as a philate- 
list. The word is derived from the 
Greek, and is translated, “love 
of a tax.” Mr. Bogert, President 
of the National Philatelical Socie- 
ty of New York, thinks the title 
is not the most happy one that 
could be procured; but, as it has 
gone into general use, both in this 
and other countries, it is too late 
to change it. There is an impres- 
sion among the general public 
that stamp collecting is confined 
to boys and eccentric men and 
women. This impression, how- 
ever, is wrong. A great many 
bankers and brokers in this and 
other cities, who have proved by 
their business successes that they 
are possessed of sound judgement, 
are enthusiastic stamp collectors. 
It is time. philatelists think, that 
the ridicule to which they have 
been subject should be done away 
with and that their pursuit 
should be recognized to be 
as legitimate as that of 
the coin collector, which has long 

been recognized as a science. 
This claim would seem to be 
justified when it is known that 
the postage stamps used in the 
world run up into the thousands, 
and that a book of seventy- 
four pages, printed in fine type, 
is required to catalogue them. The 
United States Government issues 
at the present time 209 stamps of 
different kinds (not including 
revenue stamps), which range 
in value from one to ninety cents 
apiece. A complete collection of 
these and other foreign stamps, 
of recent dates, unused, is worth 
in the philatelic market about 
twice their face value. 

It is claimed by the educated 
philatelist that a thorough know- 
ledge of his art is a liberal edu- 
cation in political geogranhy, and 
contemporary history, and money 
values; for all postage is regulat- 
ed by the current money in the 
country in which it is issued, and 
the glib manner in which a 
stamp collctor alludes to reis, 
pence, thalers, centimes, piastres, 
annas, rupees, krewzers, and 
marks, would seem to indicate 
that his knowledge of the various 
coins alluded to would enable 
him to correctly count his change 
after paying for his dinner. 
Stamp collecting is also a geod 
exercise for strengthening the 
memory. Perhaps no pursuit de-

ledge of detail, unless it be the 
hardware business. The varieties 
of colors, sizes, and dates are al- 
most interminable, and the en- 
cyclopaedic knowledge which a 
small philatelist wearing a No. 6 
hat will carry around with him 
is marvellous. 

Just now stamp collecting is 
booming. Never before in the 
world’s history were there so 
many engaged in it. At present, 
in France there is a perfect mania 
for the collection of foreign 
stamps, and stationers are doing 
a large trade in them. There are 
in Paris 180 wholesale dealers in 
stamps, and a iarge number of 
periodicals. A single .wholesale 
dealer in the southern part of 
France imported last year 
3,000,000 foreign postage stamps. 
Three years ago a son of the 
Duchess de Gallina possessed a 
collection of stamps for which he 
had paid £70,000, and his library 
consisted or nearly 300 volumes. 
M. de Rothschild’s collection is 
valued at £10,000, and it is shown 
only to special friends. At the 
Paris Mint a large collection of 
postage stamps is kept, M. Philip 
Farran owns 1,500,000 stamps, 
and he employs two librarians to 
keep them in order. The best col- 
lection of English postage stamps 
belongs to Mr. Philbrick, Q. C. 
The duke of Edinburgh is a not- 
able coilector of stamps. 

The first postage stamp of 
which there is any record was 
issued by the British Government 
in 1840; Switzerland and Brazil 
came next in 1843, and the first 
postage stamp appeared in the 
United States in 1847. In 1842, 
however, the Postmaster in this 
city issued a few blue-colored 
oval stamps, bearing the inscrip- 
ticn, “U. S. City Despatch,” and 
a picture of Washington, for his 
own convenierce. Also, in 1845, a 
local stamp was issued at the 
New York Post Office with a face 
value of five cents. This latter 
stamp can be bought now for 
$2.50. Those of the issue of 1842 
are worth $75. 

The first stamped envelopes is- 
sued by Sardinia in 1818, if used 
and in good condition, bring $30 
each. Among the rarest and most 
expensive French stamps is the 
vermilion one-franc of 
worth $50. Old red Brazilian 
stamps are worth to the collector 
from $25 to $30. Hawaiis, 1852, are 
valued at $32, and rare Canadian 
and Newfoundland stamps fetch 
$50 and $55. An Island of Mauri- 
tius stamp issued in 1847 readily 
yields its holder $80. But they are 
scarcer than hen’s teeth. 

Stamps have recently been is- 
sued by the Congo Free State of 
the denominations of 5, 10, 25, 
end 50 centimes. They are printed 
in a bright tint, and bear the ex- 
pressive features of King Leo- 
pold II. In connection with these 
a very neat postal card has also 
been issued. 

Among American stamps those 
issued by the Postmaster at 
Brattleboro, Vt., in 1846, are very 
rare, and readily bring $190 in 
this city. If attached to the or- 
iginal envelope, the fortunate 
possessor can get $250 for one of 
them. There are less than a score. 
of them in existence. A Baltimore 
stamp of 1846 recently turned 
up in this city and was sent to 
Europe, where it was sold for 
$400. The most valuable stamps 
are usually sent to Europe be- 
cause better prices are got there. 
There are not more than three 
of the famous Alexandria, Va., 
5-cent black stamps (on a buff en- 
velope) in existence, and these 
three are valued at $250 apiece. 
There is a Goliad, Tex., stamp 
worth $95; a Baton Rouge worth 
$50; St. Louis, $55; and several 
others valued at $50 each. At a 
recent auction sale the collection 
of the Rev. Mr. Hoonecke of Mil- 
waukee brought upward of $1,500. 

Eleven stamps, in denominations 
of from two to twenty cents, 
were issued by the Confederate 
States of America during the 
years 1861-’63, inclusive. Of these 
the most valuable is the ten-cent 
blue, 1863; an unused one is 
worth $2; used. $2. An unauthen-

A writer in a Western philatelic 
journal says that revenue stamps 
have risen very materially in fic- 
titious value of late. A collection 
of 1,000 postage stamps, he says, 
can now be procured for less than 
400 revenue stamps. Revenue 
stamps are in many cases super- 
ior in beauty of coloring and de- 
sign to postage stamps. They were 
first issued in 1862. Their value 
(and this is also true of postage 
stamps) is enhanced 50 per cent. 
by their being in good condition. 
Besides the regular United States 
issues, Oregon, Nevada, Alabama; 
California, and Louisiana have is- 
sued revenue stamps for their 
own use. California heads the list, 
and according to Mr. Herling of 
Trenton, has 289 varieties, rang- 
ing from 4 cents to $100. 


There have been sixty-eight 
new envelopes issued by the 
United States Government since 
last October. in denominations of 
1, 2, 4, and 5 cents. The stamped 
envelopes of this country are 
lacking in beaut and design 
compared with those of other 
countries, but we are going to im- 
prove them.

Venezuela Government 
Is Bilking Collectors 


At the rate the Venezuelan 
Government has been issuing 
stamps over the past few years 
it will probably lead to utter dis- 
couragement of those who may 
have been interested in their 
postal issues from a _ collectors 
point of view. 

We can think of no country 
that has turned out so many 
surcharges and apparently un- 
necessary issues as has come from 
this source. 

The latest creation is a sur- 
charge on the 5 and 10 centimos 
revenues of “CORRES DE VEN- 
EZUELA” in three lines for postal 
purposes. The surcharge is not 
a printed one but a handstamp 
and the one before us now has 
been done after the stamps have 
been placed on a cover for mail- 
ing. 

The cover comes from Mr. F. 
Jacobi of Caracas, is marked 
First Day of Issue and bears a 
5c green and a 10c brown Fiscal 
stamp. The 6c has the surcharge 
with a portion of it lapping off on 
to the envelope, showing that it 
was applied by handstamp after 
the stamps were put on the cover. 
The 10c has the surcharge by the 
same handstamp, wholly on the 
stamp itself. Date of issue is May 
6th. Certainly such items will be 
rare and scarce for with this 
method of surcharging counter- 
feiting of the surcharge is a sim-

Rocket Mail Enthusiasts 
Are Planning A Cover 
Carrying Flight In June 


A rocket flight on which covers 
will be carried is planned to take 
place on June 28, under the spon- 
sorships of the Reaction Research 
Society. The flight of about a 
mile in distance, will take place 
from Winterhaven, Calif. to Yuma, 
Arizona. Only 4,000 covers will 
be serviced in this manner, with 
the sending of approximately 350 
covers at one time per rocket. The 
cost of sending a cover is 50 cents; 
a series of 1,000 perforate and 
1,000 imperforate sheets of four 
stamps each have been printed in 
commemoration of the event and 
these sell for $2.00 each. 

Collectors should realize that 
the above flight is not promoted, 
or sponsored by the United States 
Post Office Department, and is in 
no way connected with the U. S. 
Mails. It is strictly a private 
venture of a very active and inter- 
ested group of people who have 
done much to advance rocket re- 
search in this country. - They are 
banded into a club, the chief in- 
terest and work of which is with 
rockets.

Will Prove A Popular 
I‘em For Collectors 


AMERICAN PHILATELIC DIC. 
TIONARY AND COLONIAL 
AND REVOLUTIONARY POSTS 
by Harry M. Konwiser; published 
by Jacques Minkus, Gimbels, 33rd 
and Broadway, New York. 218 
pages, hard cloth covers, $2.75. 

A book that gets down to the 
hard facts of collecting philatelic 
material connected with the Un- 
ited States is the newly publish- 
ed “American Philatelic Diction- 
ary and Colonial and Revolution- 
ary Posts” compiled and written 
by Harry M. Konwiser and publi- 
shed by Jacques Minkus. The 
term philatelic material is used 
advisedly because while a good 
portion of the book concerns 
items relative to stamps and cov- 
ers, another major part of it does 
a fine job of dispelling informa- 
tion about all the postal ~enter- 
prises of the United States both 
Federal and Private. 

There are items that pertain 
to postmarks from  pre-Revolu- 
tionary times to the present, ex- 
planations of various mail  ser- 
vices, histories of the various 
mail carrying concerns, pertinent 
details on the means of printing 
stamps, explanation of the num- 
erous’ varieties occurring in 
stamps and a host of other im- 
portant information that can only 
be appreciated after it has been 
seen. . 

Those who consider themselves 
United States collectors certainly 
need the information brought to- 
gether in the pages of this book. 
Without it in their philatelic back- 
grounds they can hardly appreci- 
ate our present postal system. 
True, one might gather this in- 
formation over a long period of 
years, and by searching through 
many reference books on the var- 
ious subjects, but here the entire 
panorama of United States Phil- 
ately is unfolded in one authora- 
tative work. 

Rather than call the reference 
part of the book a dictionary, the 
author would have named this 
section more aptly by the term 
of encyclopedia. The section of 
the book that will probably tickle 
the fancy of the reader most are 
the pages on the Colonial and 
Revolutionary Posts. This reads 
like one of those historical novels 
based on that period and is more 
intriguing for the reason that it 
is based on fact and is told about 
personages both famous, and 
some dimly remembered in the 
Colonial Postal scene. 

Any collector, newly made, or 
old timer, either one, can add to 
their philatelic stature by refer- 
ring to, or remembering the in- 
formation in this book. As to the 
author, Harry Konwiser, he needs 
no introduction to the collectors 
of the United States. For from 
his agile mind and nimble fingers 
has been unfolded many popular 
specialized researches about the 
stamps and postal history of yes- 
teryear. His previous works are 
all regarded as authoritative in 
their fields, while this present 
book should suffer no less a dis- 


tinction.

Vacation Minded British 
Depend On Stamps For 
Evasion Of Currency Law 


The latest scheme to evade 
Britain’s stringent currency re- 
strictions is worked with postage 
stamps. But the people buying 
them intend to become tourists 
rather than philatelists. 

At the moment, Britons are al- 
lowed to take only $300 in cash 
when they leave the country. 
Many have thought up novel 
ways to dodge the restriction and 
provide’ themselves with extra 
money for a good time abroad. 
One of these “currency dodge” 
ideas is believed to be linked with 
the recent thefts of valuable pos- 
tage stamps here. 

In recent weeks, a number of 
British men and women, osten- 
sibly leaving the country on bus- 
iness trips, have been carrying 
stolen stamps which they use in 
New York, Paris and Brussels as 
“currency.” In reality, their visits 
amounted to nothing more than 
a vacation. 

It is known that in Paris and 
Brussels some stamp dealers and 
collectors, whose stamps were de- 
stroyed or stolen by the Germans, 
are offering fantastic prices for 
stamps in an effort to rebuild 
their collections. 

One London dealer who has 
had some of his finest specimens 
stolen stated that the “stamp cur- 
rency” business is operating in 
quite a big way now. 

“The safest way of defeating 
the spending restrictions is by 
taking valuable stamps overseas, 
but recent Scotland Yard in- 
quiries into continental over- 
spending are so thorough that 
these people will probably have 
to seek a new method of side- 
tracking the restrictions,” he said. 

Most of the stamps stolen for 
subsequent resale to tourists are 
British colonial specimens » and 
stamp dealers say the thieves are 
obviously well briefed by a stamp 
expert before the raid. 

This is seen in the fact that in 
all the thefts, the raiders went 
straight to the most valuable 
stamps, leaving all others behind.

Luxembourg Semi-Postals 
Are For The Restoration 
Of Echternach Basilica 


In a drive to continue to gain 
funds for the restoration of the 
basilica of St. Willibrord at Ech- 
ternach, the Post Office of Lux- 
embourg issued a set of six stamps 
of a semi-postal nature to fur- 
ther this cause. The series this 
year will be known as the Echter- 
nach set. A well done cachet was 
applied to all first day covers and 
bears the legend “Echternach— 
Pentecoste—1947” and a line 
drawing depicting the restored 
basilica. 

The designs of the stamps were 
executed by S. L. Hartz of the 
Netherlands, who also executed 
the designs for the 1938 St. Willi- 
brord set. The stamps will be re- 
cess printed by the firm of John 
Enschede and Sons of Haarlem, 
Netherlands. The low value of 
the series, a 20 cent plus 10 cent, 
pictures the exterior of the basi- 
lica in ruins as it now is; color is 
a dark slate. The next stamp of 
the set has a reproduction of the 
Bridge of Echternach on which 
is mounted the statue of the Abbe 
Bertels. The value is 60 cents plus 
10 cents, and the color is green. 

The coat of arms of the Abbey 
of Echternach is the design on 
the third stamp of the set, a red 
one of 75 cents plus 25 cents 
value. The interior of the basilica 
in ruins, showing many of the 
damaged columns and statues is 
depicted on the 1.50Fr. plus 50 
cent stamp. While on the 3.50Fr. 
plus 2.50Fr. value, printed in dark 
blue, St. Irmine and Pepin II are 
shown holding a model of the bas- 
ilica. The high value of the series 
pictures St. Willibrord. It is print- 
ed in dark violet and is valued at 
25 Fr. plus 25Fr. 





POSTER SEALS SHOW 
INDIANS SELLING LAND 


Something in the nature of the 
unusual are the poster stamps 
of the Bronx County Stamp Club 
(Bipex), Inc. These are in the 
nature of a souvenir sheet, perf 
and imperf, and printed in four 
colors to the sheet. Originally 
printed to publicise and commem- 
orate the Bronx Interboro Phil- 
atelic Exhibition of 1937, the 
sheets were overprinted in red 
for use in connection with this 
club’s Open House Party during 
the CIPEX on May 19. The sheets

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Steps To Obtain Stamps 
From Dependencies Of 
Australia Are Outlined 





The following procedure is sug- 
gested as a most convenient meth- 
od for the placement of orders 
by stamp dealers in America for 
Australian, Papuan, New Guinea, 
Nauru and Norfolk Island stamps: 

1. Orders may be placed di- 
rect with the issuing authority 
and should be accompanied by a 
bank draft for the face value of 
the stamps. Orders, however, will 
be accepted in special cases with- 
out payment, although this will 
occasion delay in delivery. 

2. Stamps in fulfillment of 
cash orders will be forwarded by 
ordinary mail or air mail (accord- 
ing to instructions) addressed di- 
rectly to the stamp dealer. 

3. Order not accompanied by 
remittances will be forwarded 
to the Australian Consulate Gen- 
eral in New York or San Fran- 
cisco. Delivery will be effected 
to the stamp dealer on the receipt 





of remittance of the face value of 
the stamps and any charges which 
may be incurred. 

4. Orders for first day covers 
or postmarked stamps affixed to 
self-addressed envelopes must be 
accompanied by remittances. 

The undermentioned will be 
the issuing authorities with whom 
orders should be placed:— 

A. For Australian Postage 
Stamps: The Deputy Director of 
Posts and Telegraphs, Sydney, 
New South Wales, Australia; draft 
to be drawn in name of Post- 
master-General’s department. 

B. For Papuan Postage 
Stamps The Chief Postmaster 
Port Moresby, Papua; draft to be 
drawn in name of Chief Postmas-- 
er or an Australian bank. 


C. For Norfolk Isiand Postage 
Stamps: The Secretary, Depart- 
ment of External Territories, Can- 
berra, Australia; draft to be drawn 
in name of Department of Ex- 
ternal Territories. 

D. For Nauru Postage Stamps: 
Same as for Norfolk Island. 

E. For New .Guinea . Postage 
+ eee Same as for Norfolk Is- 
and 





Standing orders may be placed 


by all recognized stamp dealers 
to meet their requirements for 
new issues as they take place. 
This will ensure that American 
orders are fulfilled immediately 
stamps are issued.
